supply on the market of 1,301,000 
barrels.

The estimated production for 1903 
of the nine factories in operation 
last vear will be 1,515,000 barrels. 
In addition to this the five new com- 
panies that are setting up in On- 
tario are estimated to produce 825,- 
| OOO barrels. Thus the output of On- 
| tario is likely to he well over 2,- 
000,060 barrels. The new factories 
opening in Quebec and Manitoba 
bring the Canadian output of cement 
to about 3,000,000 barrels. As the 
demand is about 1,200,000 barrels, 
one ean easily imagine that the tre- 
mendous excess of production over 
demand is likely to cause a crash in 
the market that will be fatal and 
far-reaching.

pox months. Last January there 
were upwards of six hundred cases 
in the province, while at present Dr. 
Bryce estimates the number of cases 
at about seventy-five. This morn- 
ing six cases of the disease were re- 
ported from Tay Township, Simcoe 
County, and two or three more from 
Anderton Township. 


The great project of building a 
railroad from Port Valdez up the 
Copper River to Eagle City on the 
Yukon and thence to Daweon is to 
be carried out at once, says The 
New York San. This will be the 
all-United States line through the 
heart of Alaska. As The Sun has 
already announced, the contract has 
been awarded J. B. McDonald of 
New York, who is to complete the 
line in three years. The company 
organized to build the road will 
send 5,000 men north next spring 
and summer to begin the work. 
The first lot of rails is ready for 
shipment. 


Another Normal school will be 
established in Ontario. It has not 
been decided yet where it will be 
located, but the minister of Kduca- 
tion said on Saturday last that it 
would be some place between To- 
ronto and Sault Ste.

The Lord High Chancelior of Great 

Britain is second only in position to

enjoys an income of £10,000 a year. 
\‘Tthe Lord Chief Justice of England 
has a salary of £8,000 a year. The 
master of the rolls has a salary” of

FARMING MADE EASY. 
Motor Plow Will Make Plowing a 
Pleasure. 


The horse is soon to be abolished 
from the English farmeteadings, and 
the sounds of ‘Whoa,’ ‘“‘Geeup,’’ 
and “Steady, DBeasa,”’ are no longer 


_to be heard from the weary plow-

The plow-~ 
motor is to change all this, and Dr.

Cannibals in New Hebrides Attack 
Trading Vessels. 


Mallicolo ip the second largest is 
‘land in the New Hebrides group, 
whith now belongs to France. Some 
‘missionaries a while ago chose this 
island as a promising field for their 
work, but thus far they are greatly 
disappointed with the resulta, 

None of the missionaries has yet 
been harmed by the natives, their 
imnumumity being due perhaps to the 
liberal price they pay for all the 
food and other thinge they purchase; 
but the natives care nething = for 
their instruction and have ently 
‘attacked an English trading teseel 
lwhich stepped at the island to land 
& number of native paesenpers, 
Capt. Atkinson, his fireat mate and 
several others were killed. A few 
days iater the Pearl, another trad- 
ing ship, was also attacked, several 
ol the crew being marsacred, 

There is no doubt that the Eng- 
‘lish or French wili call the Mallicolo 
natives to very severe account for 
their deviltry. 

These natives have long been re 
garded as particularly interesting be- 
icause they ocoupy a transitional zone 
ibetween the’ Melanesian and Poly- 
‘nesian worlds and the natives “con- 
sequently present a great variety of 
‘types, according: to the extent of in- 
termixture of the two races. The 
tribal groups in the island ditfer 
greatly in appearance, customs and 
language. When the islands | were 
discovercd the natives went naked 
or wore nothing beyond a strip of 
pounded ark, leaves or cocoanut 
fibre. At (present most of the peo- 
i ple use consiicrable European cotton 


¢loth for all or a part of their at- 


tire. 

Cannibaliem = still survives among 
them, though it has disappeared 
from mony other telands. The na- 
tives have a reputation for ferocity 
omd wickedness, but there le no 
donbt that they are sinned against 
as well as sinning. Those who 
knew Melanesia beat say that the 
whites have been far more treacher- 
jous and cruel than the natives. 
‘Bishop Patterson, who wes killed on 
ithe island of Nukapu in 1871, fell 
|by the hand of a man whom the 
whites had just robbed of his child- 
ren. 

Mr. Markham hase reported that 
many of the natives of these islands, 
such as those who murdered the mis- 
gsionary Williams, make use of fire- 
arms only against the whites, whom 
they reward aa kidnappers. They 
‘would consider it disgraceful to em- 
ploy the new weapone they have ac- 
quired in the local wars between 
kindred tribes.

AMERICANIZING CANADA. 


There are Americans who think the 
Northwestern provinces should have 
been regarded as part of the ‘“‘hin- 
terland’’ of the United States. There 
are some who hope that the 
vaders will assist in the American- 
ization of Canada. They think the 
Americans will become a discontent- 


ed outlander population who will ap-' 


peal to their Government to take 
them under its protecting wing. 
There is not the slightest indication 
at present of any such movement, 
and there is no reason why it should 
arise. 
Americans are fust es much at 
home in Canada as in the States 
they left ; they find political life less 
turbulent, party politics leas cor- 
rupt, taxes lighter, the machinery of 
ce above reproach, and liberty 
as complete as under the Stars and 
Stripes. There is no reason 
they should not become citizens of 
the Dominion, and the Canadian 
Government is certainly doing its 
best to encourage immigration by 
Sending ite agents to the United 
States and in encouraging settle- 
ment. : 

The American emigration, on the 
other hand, will have a tendency to- 
wards encouraging their trade. While 
the trade between Canada and the 
Mother Country is increasing, 
between the Dominion and its neigh- 
bor is growing at a much greater 
rate. And naturally so, not only 
because of the ‘ proximity of the 
highly developed United States, but 
also because the best commercial 
routes in Canada run north and 
south, not east and west. Canada 
needs American manufacturing pro- 
ducts, and the Amoricans need raw 
and agricultural products from 
Canada. 

This interchange of trade will 
| greatly increase in the near future. 
| At present the tariff is all too much 

in favor of the United States, but 
the growing importance of the Do- 
minion as an outlet for American 
capital and the development of its 
industries will soon induce the Am- 
erican Government to enter into re 
ciprocal trade relations.

SOME GOOD RECIPES. 

Rich Vegetarian Pudding—Mix to- 
gether 4 cups finely ground ‘whole 
wheat four, 8 cups stoned raisins, 
4 cupe Sultanas, 1 heaping cup 
sugar, ¢ I) mixed peels, ¢ Ib eweet 
almonds, minced, 1 doz bitter ones, 
1 % shelled Brazil nuts, 6 cups 
whole wheat bread crumbs, 2. cups 
grated carrota, 2 oz soaked sage, 4 
‘gg, 1 teaspoon mixed epice. Mois 
ten with milk until it is the com 
sistency of very thick porridge and 
mix well. Grease some pudding 
basins with butter er olive ofl, all 
with mixture, cover with whole 
wheat crust, boil six hours and then 
it is ready. 

Manilla Snaps—Into a smooth}! 
skillet put 2 large cups granulated 
sugar. Place over a slow fire and 
stir all the time until it is disselved 
and a delicate brown tint. At first 
it will form hard lumps, but © just 
keep stirring all the time and do 
not have too hot a fire. Do not 
tease stirring an instant until it is 
done, Have a new shallow tin, but- 
tered before you begin ¢ the 
Sugar, and have the surf of the 
tin covered with halves of or 
Walnuts, When the sugar is ready 
pour quickly over the nuts and 
crease into squares with a knife. 
The best snaps are made with chop- 
ped walnuts, but the pecans look 
the nicest. — 

Fancy FrostingTake cape jessa- 
mine, or any thick, smooth leaf, 
turn up the under side, and give it a 
good coat of icing, then lay on a 
dish in the sun until perfectly dry, 
after which give them another coat 
of icing and let them get thorough- 
ly dry again, when you can with 
care pull off each green leaf, -and 
with these sugar leaves form beauti- 
ful wreaths of flowers. 

Cream Puffe—Use ¢ pt water, ¢ 
cup butter, + pt flour, 8 eges, a lit- 
tle salt. This recipe makes 20 
puffs. Bring water to a boll with 
butter ard aalt in it. Add flour, all 
} at once, and stir the mixture over 
| the fire until it becomes a stiff 
paste. Remove from fire and beat 
in eggs (unbeaten) one at a time 
while the mixture ts still hot. The 
more the paste is beaten as the 
eggs are added, and after, the more 
the pulls will expend in baking. 
Drop small spoonfuls of the paste 
on slightly greased baking sheeta, 
allowing an inch space between them 
and bake in a moderate oven about 
20 minutes. Cut a slit in the side 
and fill with whipped cream sweeten- 
ed and seasoned. 

Date Cake—Cream together 1 cup 
sugar, 4 cup butter. Stir in at the 
same. time ¢ cup milk and 2 cups 
flour with 1 heaping teaspoon bak- 
ing powder sifted through it. At 
the last carefully fold in the foam 
of the beaten whites of 8 eggs, and 
1 cup dates cut in small pieces with 
the scissors. Bake in a square loaf 
in a moderate oven. On the frost- 
ing, which is made from 1 cup con- 
fectioner’s suger meistened with 
water, " are laid seme stoned dates, 
so that each piece of cake will have 
one in cutting the cake.

The annual licensing meeting shall 
be beld Within the first fourteen 
days ef February and every adjourn- 
ment within one month thereof, 

Where the husband is a habitual 
drunkard the wife shall be entitled 
to apply for an order under the 
Summary Jurisdiction Act of 1695. 

A justice shall not be disqualified 
to act for any purpose by reason 
only of being interested in a railway 
company which is a retailer of in- 
toxicating liquors. 

If a person is found drunk in any 
highway or other public place and 
appears to be incapable of taking 
care of himself, he may be appre- 
hended and dealt with according to 
law. 

The licensing justices are at lib- 
erty “in their free and unqualified 
discretion except as hereinafter pro- 
vided,”’ to either refuse or grant a 
license to such persons as they deem 
worthy. 

Where a license existed on the 25th 
day of June, 1902, any application 
for renewal shall not be refused un- 
less the applicant has been guilty of 
misconduct in the management of 
his business. 

When any person is found in a 
state of drunkenness on the premises 
of a licensed person, the latter must 
prove that he and all persons in his 
employ took all reasonable steps to 
prevent such drunkenness. 

Where a person is applying for a 
new license he shall not less than 
twenty-one days before the annual 
licensing meeting, deposit with the 
clerk a plan of tho premises In re- 
spect to which the application is 
made. 

Any person found drunk In “any 
public place while having charge of a 
child under seven years of age may 
be apprehended, and is liable to a 
fine not exceeding forty shillings or 
imprisonment, with or without hard 
labor, not exceeding one month. 

Any person who shall attempt to 
procure any intoxicating liquor for 
any drunken person, or shall aid any 
such person in obtaining liquor, 


ment, with or without hard labor, 
not exceeding one month. 

A fine not exceeding one hundred 
pounds, shal! be levied on any solici- 
tor or other person being a clerk of 
licensing justices who shall by him- 
self, his partner or clerk, act in any 
application in respect of a license, 
except in so far as relates to the 
preparation of notice, etc. 

For the purpose of preventing  re- 
peated applications, the licensing 
justices may, at the general annual 
meeting, make regulations determin-

FRENCH TRAIN MAKES THE 
BEST TIME.

What an English Authority Says 
About the British and 
French Railroads. 


In an article on ‘‘Fast Trains’’ in 
the Pall Mall Magazine,. H..G. 
Archer shows that the British ex- 
press trains are being beaten by 
their French rivals, Three years ago 
the express trains of this country 
Were immreasurably ahead of all 
others for speed, frequency, and 
freedom from class restrictions ; in a 
word, from the genesis of railway 
travel till the summer of 1899 the 
supremacy of British railways was 
unchallenged in every respect. Since 
1899, hewWever, our railways have 
dropped behind in the race for speed; 
and. although they still offer the 
public the most generous—where 
quantity and superiority of accom 
modation are concerned—train  ser- 
vices in the world while the average 
rate of speed of the same cannot yet 
be surpassed, the fastest long, mid, 
and short distance express trains are 
no longer to be found in their time 
tables. The railways of the United 
States bonst specimens of the first 
and third types excelling British 
achievements, but it is the French 
railways which have dealt us the 
real knock-out blow. 

DIFFERENCE IN SYSTEMS. 

Mr. Archer fairly recognizes — the 
fact that it is impossible to draw 
aby fair all-round comperison — be- 
tween British and American trains in 
the matter of speed, because Ameri- 
tan railway practice is so entirely 
different from our own.

AN ENGLISH COMPARISON, 

Tiow do English expresses compare 
with this ? The Great Northern 
runs its best Scotch expresses from 
London to York. 188 miles, in three 
hours 35 minutes, with a stop of 4 
minutes

per hour, against the 59.7 of the 
French expresses. 

To return to the service of 
Northern of France, we find two 
splendid trains between Lille and 
Paris, a journey of 155% miles. The 
up one (Lille dep.

8.00 p.m.), is even 
faster, for it wipes off. the 155% 
miles in 166 minutes running time. 
Its first long break, from,Paris to 
Arras, 120 miles;in length, is per- 
formed in 117 minutes, which is at 
the rate of speed of 61.5 per hour. 
The latter is the fastest long-dis- 
tance run in the world. 

LONDON-SHEFFIELD TRAIN, 


Between Arras and Dounai the train 
is shown as running the 154 miles in 
15 minutes, while from. Douai to 
Lille the speed drops to a humdrum 
49 miles per hour. There is nothing 
that can approach this remarkable 
performance on British railways. The 


journey between Faris and Lille may/! 


be compared to that between Lon- 
don (King’s Cross) and Sheffield, 
162 miles in length, which is  per- 
formed in 3 hours 11 minutes, in« 
clusive speed 50.8. 
The heating surface of the boilers 
of the mammoth French locomotives 
is much larger than that of | their 
British contemporaries, and the 
steam pressure also is higher. The 
latter varies between 213 pounds 
and 240 pounds, whereas with us it 
is only the latest Northwestern, 
Northeastern, Caledonian and, Great 
Western engines which possess a 
steam pressure as high as 200 
pounds. The French locomotives are 
unsurpassed for starting quickly, 
and for the ease with which they 
can mount banks. The latter advan- 
tage obviates the necessity of run- 
ning at high speed down hill. The 
Code” limits the speed on French 
main lines to 75 miles per hour, and 
this regulation is strictly enforced, 
hence there are no such rapid  des- 
cents as are to be experienced by 
innumerable express trains in this 
country ; While, on the other hand, 
ther¢ are no such toilsome ascents.

Meat teas have ruined thousands 
of digestions. Tea always exercises

A FAR WORSE EFFECT, 


Good Ohina tea contains fully & 
per cent. of tannin, and this sub- 
istance it gives up to boliing water 
almost instantaneously. Tannin 
turns meat into a substance some 
what resembling leather, and renders 
it extremely difficult for the diges- 
tive organs to deal with. That 
iwell-known authority, Sir William 
Roberts, M. D., save that the beat 
Way to minimize the inhibitory aec- 
tion of téa upon digestion is to 
make the brew very weak, and to 
drink it, not during a meal, but af- 
ter eating. 

He also declares that a small quan- 


tea completeiy removes its deterrent 
effect upon digestion. So little as 
one part in fifty, or ten grainae of 
®oda to an ounce of tea is sufficient 
for this purpose. 

There is a popular idea that cheese 
“digesta everything but itself.’ Nev- 
er wae a more foolish error perpetu- 
uted by. a popular proverb. Al 
though cheese contains a great deal 
,of nourishment, no one who is not 
blessed with a very powerful dices 
ition should ever eat it. The feel- 
jing of comfort which people of strong 
digestion experience after partaking 
‘of cheese is caused by the increased 
flow of digestive fluid provoked by 
the attempt of the huternal organs 
to deal with an almost entirely  in- 
digestible substance. The greatest 
mistake of all is to eat cheese after 
meat, particularly after salt meat. 
Meat gives the digestion quite suf- 
ficient to do without further burden- 
ing it. Another most unwise mix- 
ture is that of 

CHEESE WITH RAW ONIONS. 


The oyster is almost the only ani- 
mal substance which we maké a 
practice of cating raw. © There is 
very s0und reason for doing so. The 
greater part of the oyster is simply 
amass of glycogen, or animal 
starch, mingled with a substance 
which digests it. The oyster is, 
therefore, self<ligestive. The great 
mistake which many of us make in 
eating oysters, is to cover them with 
vinegar. This does away with most 
of their digestive properties, and 
renders them almost useless as food 
at least to those whose digestion 
is not of the strongest. To drink 
spirits on top of a meal of oysters 
is an equally foolish proceeding. 

Many people will tell you thet it 
is a mistake to take milk in tea -— 
that it makes tea indigestible. As a 
matter of fact it does very little 
harm in this respect. At the same 
time we often make mixtures with 
mitk which are little better “than 
poison to people whose digestions 
are not strong. 

We taxe milk or cream with stewed 
fruite. Acid fruits, such as plums, 
curdie the milk and render it ex- 
tremely unwholesome. Milk mixed 
with alcohol in any greater propor- 
ition than one part of spirits to 
itwenty of milk is also to be avoid- 
ed. — Pearson’s Weekly.
